port, find among her passengers was her 
owner, Hoberl Graham, of the wealthy firm 
of Graham & Co., accompanied by his wife 
and daughter, Corinne, a lovely mniden of 
eighteen, accomplished, pure in thought nnd 
as innocent as a child. 


Mr. and Mrs. Graham idolized their only 


ehild, and when the latter found he had to 
visit South America ou business for the firm, 
Coriuue at once begged to accompany him, 
and, yielding to her entreaty, a few dnys 
after found the mother and daughter com.

schooner, ably commanded

acquired when an officer in the English 
navy, from which, it had been said, he'was 
dismissed in disgrace—allowing a slaver to 
escape, when it, was certain, had he not been

provisions ID last us for two weehs." 


Six hours after a largo and slont raft 
had 


been built, which was capable of sustaining 
three times the number on the Kchrouer, 
ind upon it Gtrvaise had securely bound 
the caboose, tn nerve us apartments' for tho 
ladies, and otherwise protected the centre of 
the raft iu such a way as to keep tho bag- 
gage ami provisions secure. 


All being in readiness, Mr. and Mrs. Gra- 


ham, 
with Coriime. got ou board, and wtre 


followed by the captain, mate nnd crew and 
tho bulwarks amid ships having been cut 
away, they waited the coming of a wave to 
wash them off the schooner, ithich was 
rapidly sinking to n watery grave. 


Soon it camt', a huge foam capped moun- 


tain of water, and the raft wss lifted on its 
shoulders and borne off upon the 
ocean, 


while the ill-fated schooner was buried by 
the same lar«e wave, ;:cver more to reap- 
pear. 


Kight daysthe hugh craft drifted about on 


the mighty deep, and no uuceor coming, the 
larger part of the crew arose in mutiny and, 
seizing the life boat which had been brought 
along, took the greater portion of the pro- 
visions. and deserted their companions iu 
distress, but their desertion was not a blood- 
less one, for three of their number fell, dead 
beneath tlio unerring nimof Gervaise Wilde's 
pistol, for he stoutly resisted them to 
the 


last. 


Five more days passed, and then starva- 


tion stared the ship wrecked crew in the 
face, for the provisions and water left 
them

Most of them calves, Iho older 
ones, after the grass afforded a good bito, 
wore turned into n field and fed milk. Some 
six of tho youngest wore kept in tho barn 
through tho Summer, and fed hay in addi- 
tion to milk.

nothing else is necessarj if there be plenty 
of tbfit; but we are under the necessity of 
Tarjing it somewhat. Gram fails sometimes. 
The pasturage has to be supplemented eveu 
in midsummer, and tlie sowing of corn is 
the most common. 
This crop should b& 


sown in succession BO that it may be used 
from time to time, as needed, and should be 
out when it is in the bloom, in order to mate 
it of the greatest vnluo for feeding. 
For- 


merly ho was accustomed to change his cows 
from oao field to another, but he found that 
they became uneasy and looked as though 
they were hankering for still other green 
pastures, and shrank in their milk 
His 


neighbor kept his in one pasture, and 
they were quiet and contented, and the 
milk 
product 
always 
good. 
Feeding 


should 
be 
regular. 
This 
was of 


more importance than frequent feeding. 
"We feed our dry stock, he said, twice a day 
but milk stock should be fed oftener, and 
will do well on poor hay, oat straw, cut and 
put into a feed box, wetted, and with a 
portion of salt, meul or bvnn to Iny with this 
addition over night, and fed the nest day. 
Cattle should 
have free 
access tn salt. 


Authorities decided that it had some influ- 
ence on the secreting 
organs, precisely 


•what was not well understood, but especially 
upon the milk secretion. Meal unless mixed 
with water, does not increase the flow of 
milk, nnd yet some cows will thrive welt 
under its use, and seem to require it, and it 
will increase their milk. 
Meal may be fed 


to advantage in the Spring, bringing the 
cows to grass in good condition. 
Quality of 


milk is affected by the food used. Bran 
makes good milk, but should hot be fed 
alone, but in connection with cut feed and 
meal. Bran costs i$20 to $25 per ton.

mauurial value is §14 per ton. making a 
cheap fertilizer for the soil. A ton of inoal 
docs not add as much to the value of manure 
us bran.
